Continuation of 1 1 . - Applicant's arguments have been carefully reviewed. 

In regards to the "consisting of language, Examiner is well aware of how this 
limits the claims. Examiner's remarks about not precluding additional parts, as seen in 
paragraph 5 of the final rejection, were directed only at claims 1 ,47 and 49, which did 
not have the "consisting of language. 

In regards to at least claim 13, Examiner acknowledges that the "consisting of 
language precludes additional parts in the die support kit. Gautier, as modified by 
Keston, does not necessarily have bearing blocks between the columns since Keston 
himself posits that the bearing blocks would no longer be neccesary (lines 66-68, 
column 1). Furthermore (and this reveals the trickiness of using "consisting of 
langauge), just because the "die support kit" doesn't have bearing blocks between the 
columns, doesn't mean that some other named part of the device can't have bearing 
blocks between the columns. 

Applicant, accompanied by Mr Pfaffs affidavit, opine that Modifying Gautier with 
Keston would provide no benefit. While this opinion is respected, Examiner also 
respects the opinion of Mr Keston, who indicates benefits in that it is no longer 
necessary to have a standard bearing block, thus reducing the lubrication requirements 
(lines 66-68, column 1 ). Another reason is to facilitate installation (lines 5 and 6, column 
2) which had previously been arduous (lines 38,39, column 1). 
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
